Ia the first piece Mrs Honey played 
the part of J/adamePoupette, which was intended for Mrs Fitzwilliam, 
bat inconsequence of a misunderstanding, the latter lady threw up 
her engagement at this Theatre, and has since been added to Mr 
Bann’s corps dramalique. Asan actress she was worth half a dozen 
of her successor in the part. We foresaw that Mr Yates wenld have 
great difficulty in reconciling the clashing interests of his ladies. 

Otympic.—Madame Vestris commenced her season last night by 
the production of three new pieces, aud one of last season’s favorite 
Burlettas, viz. 4 Match in the Dark. Of the novelties, the first. was 
called Look at Home, by C. Dance, in which Liston and Mrs Orger 
sustained the principal characteis; the second, Z’ve lost my Place, by 
~ Rodwell, the hero of which was personated by Keeley, and the third, 
an Extravaganza, the joint prodaction of Messrs Planché and Dance, 
called High, Low, Jack, and the Game, in which the Widow perso 
nated the Queen of Hearis, a character she has so long been perfect 
in that she was quite at home. There has been nothing done to the 
audience part of the Theatre, except cleaning it, and making some 
addition to the central chandelier, but-a waiting-room has been opened 
for the accomodation of the half-price visitors.
